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pital in the area with rooftop 
heliport for helicopter ambu 
lance service.

Actual purchase of the acre­ 
age is subject to approval of 
the State Department of Health 
and the Hill-Burton- fund com 
mittee which has allocated a 
$600,000 grant to help build the 
hospital. 
NEED $300,000

The site selection should serve 
as a spur to the public fund 
drive, said Dr. George Wall, 
fund committee chairman. At 
least $300,000 must be raised by 
December 9 to qualify for the 
$600,000 in HilUBurton state and 
federal funds, Dr. Wall ex­ 
plained, and additional money 
must be raised for purchasing 
the site and furnishing the hos­ 
pital.

When completed, the hospital 
will employ 125 with a monthly 
payroll of $50,000. The psteo 
pathic doctors in the Lomita 
Harbor City, San Pedro, South 
Bay, Torrance and Gardena 
area already have pledged heavy 
financial support to the build­ 
ing drive.

'Moonlighting1 Is No Bed 
Of Roses For Anyone

"Moonlighting," a new term 
to describe the old and common 
practice of holding down two 
jobs at one time, was deplored 
this week by employers and 
unions in much the same way 
that "moonshining" is con­ 
demned by the -Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue

Economists, sociologists and 
personnel directors have been 
concerned about the situation 
for a long time, under Its older, 
less interesting name multiple 
Jobholding.

Now a nickname has been 
brought in, possibly in an effort 
to enlist public disapproval.

'The Machinist," weekly news­ 
paper of the International As­ 
sociation of Machinists, con­ 
demned the practice roundly.

"Moonlighting is making it 
harder and harder for layed-off 
union members to find new jobs. 
Working for less in competition 
with a f a i r employer paying 
union rates is a serious viola­ 
tion of the basic principle on 
which the union is built."

Employers have more direct 
grounds for objection to moon­ 
lighting, at least insofar as they 
employ a person for. his pri­ 
mary, or non-moonlight job. The 
office or factory worker who 
has been up half the night driv­ 
ing a taxicab or checking gro­ 
ceries In a supermarket cannot 
be fully alert and competent at 
his regular job the next day. 
NO LEISURE

Sociologists and economists 
see the practice as breaking 
down the trend toward the 
shorter work week. The main 
argument for shorter hours of 
work, that it provides more 
leisure for recreation and fam­ 
ily life, is seriously undercut 
when the time off work Is used 
up in a second Job.

They explain tHe growth of 
moonlighting parity In terms of 
installment.   plan buying. The 
family goes over its head in 
purchasing furniture or a new 
automobile and must, find ad­ 
ditional weekly Income to meet 
the regular payments.

Inquiry shows that moonlight­ 
ing often starts as a temporary 
measure, intended to provide 
money for some one purchase, 
but becomes permanent when 
the family becomes accustomed 
to the higher income.

Government statisticians have 
a special interest in moonlight­ 
ing. At the Bureau of the Cen­ 
sus, It was noticed several years 
ago that something strange was 
happening to the employment 
figures.

The total, as reported by the 
Labor Department's Bureau of 
Labor statistics, was rising fast­ 
er than the Census Bureau's 
total. The two studies do not 
include exactly the same cate­ 
gories of workers, but the two 
totals should have been show- 
Ing about the same rate of 
growth. 
COUNTED TWICE

Moonlighting was found to be 
the main reason for the diverg­ 
ence. The Labor Department 
counts jobs, whereas the Census 
counts jobholders. If a man 
holds two Jobs, labor counts 
him twice, but census counts 
him only once.

ance reports and periodic 
sample surveys. Census samples 
a cross-section of households 
and asks about the work pat- 
ern of individual workers.

Thus, when the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reports, as it 
did for the month of August 
1957, that "employes in non- 
agricultural establishments" 
totaled 52,836,005, It really 
means there were that many 
such Jobs.

How many moonlighters are 
there? The Census Bureau's 
latest estimate is 3,700,000 per­ 
sons, or one in every 18 em­ 
ployed persons in the country. 
This figure is based on a survey 
made in July 1956. Six years 
earlier, in July 1950, Census 
found only about 1.800,000 mul­ 
tiple jobholders, or one in every 
33 employed persons.

To put the situation another 
way, 5.5 per cent of all em­ 
ployed persons are moonlight­ 
ers, compared to three per cent 
in 1950. The ratio runs higher
